GUARANTEE — All cattle are sold subject to a sixty day retest for 
Tuberculosis and Health Certificates will be furnished to enable them to be 
shipped into any state. All cattle have been blood tested for Bang’s Disease 
and Tuberculosis within a period of thirty days prior to the sale, unless 
Calfhood Vaccinated and under 24 months of age. Bulls are guaranteed 
breeders if properly cared for and not allowed to run with the herd. If 
a bull fails to breed, he may be returned to the seller if in as good condi- 
tion as when bought and, if after a test in the seller’s herd, he still fails 
to breed, he will be replaced or the purchase money will be refunded. 
All cows with calves at foot are considered breeders and no further guar- 
antee is made with respect to them. All other females sold are guaranteed 
to be breeders, 

Animals returned to sellers because they do not comply with guar- 
antee will be at buyer’s cost of transportation. 

The above guarantee and terms shall constitute a contract between 
consignor and buyer of each lot.
